BOND ISSUE FOR 


FLOOD DAMAGE IS 


ATTACKED IN COURT 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS TELEGRAM] 


/ 
Colum'us, May 30—The validity of 


the Snyder law, enacted at the last 
legislative session, empowering coun- 
ties and municipalities to issue flood 
emergency 'bonds for immediate re- 
construction of bridges 
and other 


puiblie works damaged or destroyed 
by the high waters, was argued be- 
fore the supreme court yesterday. 


Cincinnati bond buyers enjoined 
the issuing of $125,000 of bridge 
repair bonds by the city of Cincin- 
nati, desiring a supreme court ruling 
on the constitutionality of the emer- 
gency law before buying the 'bonds. 
They based their 
attack on 
the 


ground that the Snyder measure is 
not a general application since its 
operation is limited to reconstruc- 
tion bonds issued as a result of a 
specific 
emergency—the 
flood 
of 


March, 1913. 


Both the common pleas and circuit 
courts of Hamilton county sustain- 
ed the laws validity. In the hearing 
before the supreme court today the 
'bond dealers were represented by 
J TJ Kohl, a Cincinnati lawyer and 
the city by Solicitor Alfred Bettman. 


Bettman refuted the argument that 
the aot is not a great application by 
asserting that it is as general as the 
particular subject 
with 
which it 


deals, permits. 
He said that it is 


not special legislatiorr'since it bene- 
fits no particular county or munici- 
pality, but all those damaged by the 
flood 
Had any special city or couh- 


tv "been jrivon this relief, he said, 
•there might be ground for the charge 
of unconstitutionally.

seen readily that the investment is a 


good one disregarding its wonderful 
effects on the soil. 


Alfalfa inoculates the 
soil 
with 


tliat 
essential 
chemical 
property, 


nitrogen. 
It increases the thickness 


of the soil also by running its roots 
far down into the sub-soil. 
It is uot 


infrequent that alfalfa 
roots 
run 


down three and 
four 
feet. 
This 


makes the plant independent of sur- 
face water, so that often when fields 
of other grasses near by are parch- 


ed out by droutn, alfalfa fields will 
show green and luxurious.
